FRANCE 10 BO0ST 
FORGES BECAUSE 
UF BERLIN CRISIS 


Air, Ground Units at 
Home and in Ger- 
many to Be Affected, 
De Gaulle Says. 


PARIS, Aug. 17 (AP)—Presi- 
dent De Gaulle announced today 
a land and air power build-up 
because of the sealing of East 
Berlin by the East German Com- 
munists. 


De Gaulle’s announcement, 
after a meeting with top defense 
advisers, said French ground 
and air forces in Germany and 
in France will be reinforced. 

His statement said the build-up 
is the result of tensions created 
by the East German Commu- 
nists in halting the flow of refu- 
gees from East Germany. 


De Gaulle halted his country 
vacation in east France to return 
to Paris for the meeting with 
foreign Minister Maurice Couve 
de Murville, Defense Minister 
Pierre Messmer and Gen. Jean 
Crepin, commander of the 
French forces in Germany. 


By United Press International 

After the meeting, an official 
communique said: 

“Various decisions were taken 
concerning the reinforcing of 
ground and air defenses both in 
Germany and in the national 
territory. These decisions will 
be announced when they have 
been carried out. They were 
made necessary by the state of 
tension resulting from the moves 
already undertaken in East Ber- 
lin and those that might occur 
in the future.” 

The statement added that the 
French government ‘while tak- 
ing the necessary steps, remains 
ready to promote a broad and 
sincere international relaxation 
of tension which alone, in its 
opinion, would make it possible 
to undertake useful negotia- 
tions.” 

The statement gave no indica- 
tion of the steps France plans. 
However, France recently 
brought back a full division of 
troops from Algeria and was re- 
ported planning to bring back a

On Postal Rates 


I have read your recent editorial 
on the subject of an increase of 
postal rates to offset part of a seem- 
ing postal deficit. 

The Post Office Department is a 
service, not a business and not a 
source of revenue for the Govern- 
ment. The best it should ever do 
is break even. It is a powerful fac- 
tor for good in this country and 
the Post Office has a tremendous 
influence on our education, culture 
and economy. It also carries a lot 
of propaganda. 

But the Post Office Department 
renders many other services for 
which it makes special low charges 
or no charge. The policy is set by 
Congress. For example, weekly 
newspapers are sent postage-free 
to all subscribers within their own 
county. This enables the distribu- 
tion of news that might otherwise 
not be possible. But as this is 
Government policy, should the 
mailer be asked to pay the result- 
ing loss, or should the Government 
pay for it? 

Charitable organizations have a 
special low rate on third class 
mail. This is a generous act al- 
though the Government has already 
given a tax exemption to the con- 
tributors of the funds which pay 
for these charitable operations. But 
should the mailer who pays the full 
postage rate on what he mails be 
asked to foot the bill for the Gov- 
ernment’s generosity when he pre- 
fers to give his own charity in his 
own way and get a tax deduction 
along with it? 

The Government maintains 36,000 
post offices, of which the vast ma- 
jority are on a losing basis. 

These are only a few of the facts 
which have made Congress hesi- 
tate to raise postal rates. 

While the increase in first class 
rates is unjustified and will be a 
burden on individuals and business 
alike and trend toward inflation, 
increasing rates on third class mail, 
which is advertising matter, will 
affect employment by reducing the 
operation of many firms whose live-- 
lihood depends on this channel of 
distribution. A chain reaction also 
results with the supplier of those 
businesses. 

Increases on second class mail 
will primarily affect small news- 
papers and national magazines, be- 
cause the large metropolitan news- 
papers have their own delivery 
systems. 

Contrary to the idea that raising 
postal rates will solve the problem, 
I assure you it will create many 
more problems and through the de- 
creased volume of mail will in my 
opinion’ continue the postal deficjt.

Wisely Thinking Twice 

Thanks in large degree to British restraint, 
Western leaders seem to be thinking twice 
about their earlier impulse to.“‘do something” 
in retaliation for the closing of the East Ber- 
lin border. If they will continue to think 
twice, and maybe three times, they may come 
to the welcome conclusion that the single 
most effective action they can take to relieve 
the “do something” urge is simply to pro- 
claim to the world, in factual terms, what 
has happened. 


For this is the real story. The Soviets and 
their German puppets have written their own 
most damaging commentary on conditions be- 
hind the Iron Curtain. By publicly confessing 
to the world that only force could hold thou- 
sands of East Germany’s best workers in the 
workers’ paradise, they have handed the West 
a major propaganda weapon. To use it with 
good sense would be the severest kind of “re- 
taliation” we could visit on the Communists.

As for the more flashy kinds which are 
being urged by some hotheads, especially in 
West Germany, these indeed call for second 
thoughts and third. . As the East Germans 
were not too delicate to point out, a spectacu- 
lar trade embargo, imposed on either East 
Germany alone or the whole Communist world, 
would make an excellent pretext for the Sovi- 
ets to blockade traffic between West Ger- 
many and Berlin; in fact, they could claim 
with some justice that the blockade had been 
imposed not by them but by the West. Fur- 
thermore, a trade embargo would cut two 
ways, damaging the West as well as the East. 
And nothing appears so well calculated to 
start an “escalator” of reprisals and counter- 
reprisals which, as one wise diplomat said in 
Berlin, the West ought to shun. 

Lesser measures could be taken, such as 
barring the travel of any East Germans whose 
travel has not already been barred by the 
Communists. But these would have little 
meaning. Why make:a cheap and empty ges- 
ture just for the sake of pretending to the 
world that we are “doing something’’? Action 
merely for the sake of action does not recom- 
mend itself if it is not wise or effective action.

The truth is that Western commitments to 
maintain freedom of choice for the people 
of West Berlin do not.include either a com- 
mitment or a right to an open border with 
East Berlin. Although the West’s notes to 
Moscow make a claim to this effect, the claim 
is tenuous as it applies to Berliners going 
about their normal life, and groundless as it 
applies to escaping refugees. The best way to 
maintain our true rights in Berlin—the right 
to station troops there, to supply them from 
West Germany, and to protect the freedom of 
the West Berliners—is to refrain from claim- 
ing rights we do not have. 

Many West Germans, of course, are shout- 
ing for strong “reprisals” by the West. But 
then many Germans have a vested interest in 
conflict, rather than a reduction of tensions, 
between the Russians and the West. The 
West Germans are engaged in an election 
campaign; but surely the United States and 
its allies have no vital interest which calls 
upon them to take inflammatory international 
action for the sake of helping any West ree

Chancellor Adenauer and Mayor Brandt should 
be told in plain terms that only the broadest 
interests of the free world—not their per- 
sonal political ambitions—can govern Western 
policy in Berlin. 


New Look at County Powers 


The St. Louis County Municipal League has 
named a committee to take a new look at the 
county-powers amendment proposed for the 
State Constitution, and we hope the new look 
is more rewarding than the old one. The 
League is already on record against the 
amendment. The head of its new committee, 
Roy W. Bergmann, charged that the amend- 
ment would give the county government “tre- 
mendous power.” 


County voters owe the amendment more 
realistic attention than that. Its weakness is 
not in providing too much power but too lit- 
tle. It would give the county power to oper- 
ate a water system, which it does not need; 
power to operate a park system which needs 
more money, nothing else; and other powers 
that are vague or intended to deal with minor 
or non-existent problems. The amendment 
does not permit control of land use, and that 
is one power the county ought to have. 


If the new committee will set aside the 
jealousies of the 99 county municipalities, it 
will see that the county has a government 
for unincorporated areas only, and a weak 
government at that. One promising proposal 
is for the committee to consider vesting more 
authority in the County Supervisor. Here is 
an executive who cannot direct his executive 
branch, because many departments still are 
under elected officials. Vesting power in the 
Supervisor can only mean abolishing some of 
the separate patronage fiefdoms. 


Sultan’s Record in Danger 


With characteristic thoroughness, The New 
York Times has sponsored an extensive study 
of the 1961 baseball to determine whether it 
was easier for Babe Ruth to hit a home run 
some 30 years ago than it is for today’s play- 
ers. The inquiry was prompted, of course, 
by the fact that Mickey Mantle and Roger 
Maris of the New York Yankees are hot in 
pursuit of Ruth’s record of 60 home runs 
in 1927. 

Old-time fans loyal to Ruth maintain that 
today’s ball must be livelier, because nobody 
could beat the Sultan of Swat. Others con- 
tend that the ball is no better, but the players 
are. The Times’s scientific answer is that 
maybe the 1961 ball is the same one the 
Bambino hit, and maybe it isn’t. Which, all 
things considered, is probably the best an- 
swer the technologists could have reached. 

The Times had tests made on seven balls, 


_ including one from 1927, one from 1936 and 


one from the current season. The 1927 ball, 
which happened to be one Babe Ruth himself 
hit for a homer, was, the scientists said, a bit 
smaller, heavier and less lively than this 
year’s product. But they said the difference 
may have been due to age and deterioration. 
The manufacturer maintains the balls of 1961 
are identical with those of 1927. 

There was a suggestion in the scientific 
findings that should give the fans something 
to talk about. That was that a baseball hit 
on the seams will travel farther than one hit 
on the smooth hide. So the question is, did 
Ruth have some faculty for finding the seams, 


and have Mantle and Maris discovered the 
secret? Or is it that the bats are lighter, 
the pitchers weaker, the parks smaller, the 
athletes taller and heavier? Or simply that 
records are made to be broken? 


Whatever the reason, Maris with 48 homers 
and Mantle with 45 are well ahead of Ruth’s 
total at the same point in the season. A 34- 
year-old record may not stand much longer. 


Orphans No Longer 


For a Latin America facing social revolu- 
tion, the new Charter of Punta del Este is a 
declaration in behalf of revolution by demo- 
cratic means. It requires progress “through 
institutions of representative democracy.” 

This is a clear and sufficient reference to 
the political intent of an economic program, 
and it is well that the conferees blocked an 
effort to write a jibe at Castro Cuba into 
the document. Brazil led the opposition to 
this move; who supported it remains a mys- 
tery hardly clarified by the dispatches from 
Uruguay. If the United States delegates had 
anything to do with it, they were inviting 
a predictable rebuff. 

Condemnation of Castroism would have 
been useless and self-defeating—useless be- 
cause Cuba obviously is not going to get any 
development capital provided by the United 
States, and self-defeating because open con- 
demnation of Cuba would have lent color 
to Che Guevara’s charge that the United 
States was promoting the Alliance for Prog- 
ress aS a weapon against Cuba and as a bribe 
for Latin loyalty. 


Exaggerated anxiety over Castro should not 
dictate our Latin American policies. This 
country has sought hemispheric solidarity, 
economic pressures and ruptures in relations 
all for the purpose of containing Castroism, 
and that is to let a mote distract the eye. 
The purpose of the Alliance for Progress is 
not to punish the rulers of a tiny island but 
to develop viable democracies across a con- 
tinent. 


Fortunately, that is what the new Charter 
insists upon. It is thus a historic document of 
intent. It also strikes a bargain. The bargain 
is that the United States will contribute more 
than half of 20 billion dollars in development 
capital in the next decade, in return for the 
pledge of Latin Americans to apply their 
own resources energetically through tax, land 
and other reforms. In view of their anachro- 
nistic economic systems, the Latins’ part of 
the bargain may prove the more difficult. 

Can the “lofty principles” stated in the 
Charter prevail? The answer depends, first of 
all, not on sudden economic development, but 
on developing practical economic manage- 
ment and new attitudes. Too often, Latins 
have blamed all their shortcomings on North 
American actions or apathy. Too often, North 
Americans have tended to apathy until 
shocked out of it by unfavorable events which 
then misguided their new interest. 


Latin America’s revolution will proceed, 
democratically or at the cost of freedoms, 
depending upon fulfillment of the Charter of 
Punta del Este. Having handed over the cash, 
the United States cannot turn its attention 
entirely to other issues. For their part the 
sister republics are no longer orphans in the 
storm; they must seize the opportunity to 
grow up.

Sea-going Slot Machines 


The Cunard Steamship Co. has installed 
20 slot machines on the 81,000-ton liner Queen 
Mary “to amuse the passengers and see how 
they appeal to them.” Any decision on the per- 
manence of the one-armed bandits will be 
based on the results of three round-trip voy- 
ages. Somehow this recalls those halcyon days 
of the trans-Atlantic ocean liner between 
World Wars I and II, when more than one 
steamship line let it be known that they had 
forced out those birds of prey, the sauve 
card sharpers who traveled just to fleece 
the unwary. The grand total of losses to the 
machines may not be as heavy as those to 
the sharpers, but the passenger references to 
piracy at sea may reach just as high a volume 
as they did in the days of the Leviathan and 
the Majestic. 


Hacking Up Foreign Aid 

Much of the good work President Kennedy 
and his lieutenants have done on the foreign 
aid program appears to be going down the 
drain as Senate and House go to work on the 
program’s details. 

The House voted tentatively Wednesday 
to cut out the heart of the program—the long- 
range feature. This damage may be partially 
repaired. Also on Wednesday, however, the 
Senate voted to slice $800,000,000 from the 
President’s request for an $8,800,000,000 de- 
velopment loan fund to be made available 
through Treasury borrowing. 

But the Senate as well as the House showed 
a distrust of the long-range concept which 
many experts believe is the key to effective 
aid to underdeveloped countries. . In the past 
foreign economic aid has been offered on the 
basis of annual appropriations. This has 
proved wasteful and inefficient, and has ham- 
pered the planning of major public works in 
recipient countries. But Congress has hither- 
to refused to give up the right of annual 
appropriation. Until this week prospects 
seemed favorable for a statesmanlike revision 
of that position. 

The Senate’s distrust was shown in the 
amendment sponsored by Senator Dirksen of 
Illinois, the Republican leader, which was 
accepted by Senator Fulbright, floor manager 
of the legislation, apparently to stave of 
something worse. The Dirksen amendment 
would give Congress a veto power over any 
loan in excess of $5,000,000. The Senate and 
House foreign relations and appropriations 
committees would be given a 30-day advance 
look at any such proposed loan and any one 
committee could ask Congress to kill it. 

This is not the same as the present depend- 
ence on annual appropriations, but it does 
hamper the Administration’s freedom to act 
by suspending a similar Damoclean sword 
of doubt over loan commitments. After a 
loan was virtually promised a foreign coun- 
try, Congress would ordinarily be reluctant 
to reverse the government’s pledge. Never- 
theless a doubt would remain. 

There has been an unusual amount of po- 
litical maneuvering in connection with the 
legislation and in the end the program may 
emerge in a reasonably acceptable form. But 
it will be tragic if the program’s enemies in 
both Houses succeed in nibbling it into a state 
of ineffectiveness.

U.S. Not Being Pushed Out, Should See Elements of Crisis. Clearly

It is tragically understandable that 
we Americans are perturbed and per- 


plexed about the problem of Berlin. . 


It is a vexatious problem. But words 
like ‘‘perturbed” and ‘“‘perplexed” and 
“‘vexatious’” are not words properly 
applied to a problem involving the 
issue of war or peace. Maybe they 
were once. But today, in the thermo- 
nuclear age, war or peace not only 

means victory or 

defeat; war or

Berlin — unless this cardinal fact is 
kept in mind. 

Now under what conditions does one 
sanely undertake extinction? Under 
what conditions does one consider cer- 
tain death? 

I can conceive of conditions in which 
a thermonuclear war—with all its im- 
morality and horror and illogic—should 
be risked. Some, but not very many. 
Essentially, the only conditions under 
which it would ever be permissible to 
risk thermonuclear war would be those 
in which a vital interest of the United 
States was threatened, in which our 
security was directly menaced. 

I am profoundly convinced there is 
no conceivable justification for con- 
sidering that Berlin today rationally 
involves the question of peace or war. 
I do not doubt the honesty of those of 
our leaders who tell us that it does. 
But I do doubt their ability, their judg- 
ment, their knowledge, their objectiv- 
ity and their sense of perspective and 


proportion. 


They are, after all, the same men 
who were telling us just a few short 
months ago that the problem of Laos 
presented to us the question of war or 
peace. They are the same people who 
so sadly compromised us in Cuba an 
even shorter time ago. 

I agree just as much as anyone that, 
as the saying has it, we should not 
give in to the Soviet Union, or to any- 
body else, where our vital interest, 
our security, is at stake. And I agree 
just as much as anybody that, as the 
saying has it, we should not let our- 
selves “‘be pushed around by the Rus- 


~gians.”’ But the truth is that our vital 


interest and our security are not in- 
volved in Berlin and that the Russians 
are not “‘pushing us around.” 


The Russian Proposals 


What, in fact, are the Russians pro- 
posing? Not that the United States be 
*“‘pushed out of Berlin.’’ We would be 
perfectly right in refusing to be 
*‘pushed out of Berlin,’’ but the Rus- 
sians are not proposing this. We are 
right, too, in feeling that we have com- 
mitments to the West Berliners ~— “‘the 
freedom-loving West-Berliners—to save 
them from Communism,” as the say- 
ing goes. Having made so loudly and 
so often these commitments—whether 
they are wise or not—we cannot, of 
course, suddenly ignore them now. But 
the Russians are not asking for this, 
either. 

What the Russians want to do, they 
say, is to make a German peace treaty 
that would normalize and formalize

their East German State and the Oder- 
Neisse boundary with Poland, and nor- 
malize and formalize the highly ab- 
normal division of Berlin. Specifically, 
Mr. Khrushchev says, such treaty 
could provide for stationing of Ameri- 
can and other Western troops in West 
Berlin. It could provide, he says, even 
that which we don’t have now, despite 
some assertions to the contrary—legal 
right of access through the territory 
of East Germany. 

Do we want this? Or if we don’t, 
why? And what do we want? To an- 
swer these questions, it is necessary 
to look at Berlin in the larger context 
of Germany. 

The problem of Berlin arose as a 
result of the four-power occupation of 
Germany following the defeat of the 
Nazis... Germany was divided into 
zones, with the Soviet armed forces 
controlling the Eastern zone—roughly 
that area already occupied by them 
at the end of the war—and two West- 
ern zonesy one for the Americans and 
one for the British; and the Americans 
subsequently brought in the French, 
to whom was given control of a part 
of our original zone. Berlin itself was 
divided into four sectors, one for each 
occupying power. And Berlin was deep 
inside the Soviet zone. 


Unity Was the Aim 


The aim of this arrangement — 
agreed on by all concerned — was that 
after taking of reparations and re- 
ordering German political and eco- 
nomic life, the four zones would be 
unified into a single German state. 
Meanwhile, at Potsdam, the powers 
agreed to a revision of Germany’s 
Eastern borders, in favor of the Poles 
and the Russians. The boundary ten- 
tatively agreed on was roughly along 
the line of the Oder and Neisse rivers, 
with this line to be ratified, give or 
take a little here or there, by a Ger- 
man peace treaty later. 

This peace treaty has never been 
worked out, and that is, in part, what 
Khrushchev wants now. One reason 
why there was no peace treaty is that 
quadripartite control of Germany 
broke down almost before it began. 

It is fashionable in the United States 
to put the blame for this break-down 
altogether on the Soviet Union, just as 
it is fashionable in the U.S.S.R. to put 
the blame altogether on the United 
States. Both were guilty, and in just 
about equal degree. But there was 
also the disruptive role of the French, 
who never signed the Potsdam agree- 


ment and obstructed the work of the. 


Allied Control Council, which, conse- 
quently, was unable to establish all- 
German political parties, labor organi- 
zations, postal system or anything else. 

Meanwhile, the Russians—destroyed, 
impoverished and greedy — began an 
action which certainly violated the 
Potsdam agreement in spirit if not in 


letter—the taking of reparations from 
their zone of Germany—by operating 
factories on the spot and shipping off 
all the production to the U.S.S.R., 
rather than by the slower and sup- 
posedly agreed upon process of dis- 
mantling. This caused a strain on the 
occupation economy in all zones and 
had a severe inflationary effect. 

The West retaliated by reneging on 
promised reparations shipments from 
its zones to the U.S.S.R. Moscow in 
turn retaliated by reneging on prom- 
ised food and fertilizer shipments from 
its zone to the Western zones. Then 
the Western powers, perhaps neces- 
sarily but still in clear violation of the 
treaty, adopted a West zonal currency 
and prepared to merge their three 
zones into one. It was in retaliation 
for this that Moscow in 1948 began the 
Berlin Blockade. | 

By now the wartime agreements on 
Germany were already a dead letter. 
The cold war was well under way. 
And the United States was committed 
to the idea that it was necessary to 
build up Germany as a military buffer 
to Soviet power. 

To accomplish this, the Western 
powers, under American leadership, 
took a fateful step that changed the 
whole complexion of the German situ- 
ation. They established their merged 
Western zones into a new, separate, 
independent German state—West Ger- 
many. The Soviet Union almost im- 
mediately followed suit and created 
an East German state under its domi- 
nation. There were now two German 
states, east and west, one as valid and 
as legal as the other. 

At this point some kind of German 
unification might still have been pos- 
sible. It was now made virtually im- 
possible, not by Soviet action but by 
American action in launching the mili- 
tarization of the West German state. 

Now ostensibly our goal was still 
unification—or by this time, better 
stated, reunification — of Germany. 
There was, obviously, only one way 
this could ever be accomplished, and 
this was by agreement with the Soviet 
Union. But the Soviet Union made it 
clear over and over again that they 
would never agree to reunification if 
it meant the possibility of a rearmed 
Germany in NATO. 


A NATO With Germany 


The United States, meanwhile, had 
oriented its whole European policy 
around the idea of a strong NATO, 
which meant German participation. 
That being the basis of our policy, it 
followed that we would not agree that 
a reunified Germany must be excluded 
from NATO. The result was that there 
wete never—at any time—any real 
negotiations on German reunification. 

Up until this time, the rationale for 
Western presence in Berlin—now no 
longer legal—was diplomatic. That is, 
it was a gambit in the politics of re- 
unification, and as such it made sense. 
Since Berlin was symbolic as the tra- 
ditional capital of Germany, Western 
presence there, keeping the city from 
full Communist influence, might have 
been a factor in reunification and in 
the orientation of a reunified German 
state. But now reunification was out 
of the question. No longer did the 
Russians want it, if they ever did. And 
the West Germans, and the Americans 
also, did not want it, no matter what 
they sai@ This being the case, even 
the diplomatic rationale for our being 
in Berlin—that it was a maneuver con- 
cerned with reunification—vanished. 

It was at this time that Khrushchev 
broached the idea of a German peace 


treaty and an alteration of the situa- 


tion in Berlin.

Hot Weather Favor 


Seasonal Fruits 
and Vegetables 
Abundant, Cheap

THE WORLD of fashion may 
come up with neat little dark 
“transition dresses” to trick us 
into discarding light summer 
clothes in the middle of August, 
but the world of food refuses 
any such subterfuges. As long 
as the weather is hot, it’s still 
summer; and we will go right 
On enjoying summer-type meals, 

Thank heavens, no move has 
as yet been started to urge the 
status seekers to prove they are 
“in the know” by getting a 
jump on the seasons at the din- 
ner table. 


Women may be pressured into 
abandoning white accessories for 
black while the thermometer 
still reaches for 100 degrees, but 
they will go right on planning 
light but nourishing meals geared 
to warm-weather appetites. 


Crisp salads, shimmering gela- 
tine molds and sandwich meals 
are still the smart thing to serve 
—smart in the sense of fashion, 
and smart in the sense of being 
wise. 

It’s wise to please the family; 
it’s wise to be thrifty; it’s wise 
to make life as simple as pos- 
sible in hot weather; and the 
salads, molds and sandwich 
meals stand up on all three 
counts. 


Icy cold watermelon, for ex- 
ample, is just about the most 
appealing dessert one can imag- 
ine at the end of a hot, humid 
day. It is, happily, also the easi- 
est to prepare and one of the 
cheapest. As a matter of fact, 
watermelons are one of the great 
bargains in local markets these 
days. They are pouring in from 
Missouri and Arkansas, fine mel- 
ons budget-priced. 

Cantaloupes from nearby also 
are in good volume and are be- 
ginning to improve in quality. 
Superb cantaloupes from Cali- 
fornia are available at higher 
prices, of course. Honeydews, 


' Cranshaw, Casaba and Persian 


melons provide a refreshing way 
to start a breakfast or end a 
dinner, but all are expensive. 


Blueberries are about the only 
members of the berry family 
which are still available reg- 
ularly, with the exception of 
high-priced but picture-pretty 
strawberries from California. 
Other berries appear only spas- 
modically, if at all, in some of 
the finer stores. 


Peaches have hit one of those 
unexpected between-crops tran- 
sition periods. Eastern markets 
are bidding high to get the fruit 
from the growing areas which 
supply them; our local crop 
hasn’t hit its peak as of this 
writing, but this is one of those 
situations which can change 
literally over-night. 


Nectarines have passed their 
peak of harvest, but good 
quality fruit is still here to 
enjoy. 

There is a wide selection of 
red Malaga, black Ribier and 
Thompson seedless grapes at 
moderate prices (fine for adding 
color and flavor variety to fruit 
cups and salads). 


Limes and lemons are both 
attractively priced for those cool, 
cool drinks. (Random thought, 
how about a lime pie for des- 
sert? That delicate green color 
and distinctive taste certainly 
can work wonders with heat-beat 
appetites). 

Supplies of oranges are ade- 
quate; the price spread makes 
it thrifty to buy the smaller 
sizes. 

Interested in cooking and pie 
apples? Illinois Wealthies are 
here in fairly heavy volume. 
There will be nothing in eating 
varieties for several weeks, with 
the exception of a few carry- 
over old crop Winesaps, at very 
high prices. 

Fruits worthy of mention, but 
all quite costly, include avoca- 
dos, cherries (good ones hard 
to find at any price), grapefruit, 
fresh figs and Bartlett pears. 


CORN IS LEADING the line- 
up of ‘‘good buys” in the vege- 
table departments. It is here in 
volume, quite nice in quality. 
Cabbage is another excellent 
value, fine for those crisp cole 
slaws so good with cold cuts. 

Home-grown tomatoes are up- 
hoiding their reputation for 
flavor. The reason why they are 
firmer in price is that the intense 
heat last week caused fewer of 
them to reach maturity in good 
condition. 

If you are in a rut on serving 
vegetables, we have four sugges- 
tions for you, all priced as good 
buys—eggplant, okra, greens and 
squash. Served any of them in 
the last two weeks? Better add 
green peppers to that list, too; 
they are another bargain, fre- 
quently overlooked except for 
seasoning. 

Other reasonably priced vege- 
tables include beans (fresh as

THERE IS NOTHING fancy about today’s recipes; they were 
chosen to make things easy on the cook these warm days and, 
with an eye to next month’s back-to-school expenses, to give the 
budget a boost. Although they are far from fancy, they are quite 
suitable for the informal sort of entertaining one might plan on 


porch or patio. 

Take the buffet pictured above, 
for example. It looks attractive 
enough to serve with pride, 
tastes delectable, but it is de- 
cidedly economical company 
fare. The meat loaf is made 
from leftover baked ham; corm 
and tomatoes are among the 
better buys in local markets. 


The menu might start with 
canned jellied consomme; the 
ham loaf is garnished with vivid 
spiced fruit; corn on the cob 
needs only plenty of butter; 
thick tomato slices are topped 
with minced onion and parsley. 
Add hot rolls, iced tea and a 
fresh peach pie for a delightful 
August meal. 


The loaf must be brushed with 
the glaze from time to time 
during baking to give it a shin- 
ing surface. Umsulphured mo- 
lasses, used in both the spiced 
fruits and the glaze, gives a 
memorable, mellow flavor to this 
ham loaf dinner. 


Golden Glaze 
Ham Loaf 
With Spiced Fruit. 
Two eggs. 
One can (29 ounces) cling 
peach halves. 


One can (20 ounces) pineapple 
slices 


Three cups soft bread crumbs. 
Five cups ground cooked ham. 


Two tablespoons unsulphured 
molasses. 

Two tablespoons prepared mus- 
tard. 

Beat eggs in mixing bowl. 
Drain sirup from fruits into 
measuring cup; add one and 
one-fourth cup of the sirup to 
eggs; reserve remaining sirup 
for Spiced Fruit.* 

Add bread crumbs to egg mix- 
tures; stir in ham well. Turn 
into a greased six-cup loaf pan. 
Bake in a moderate oven (350 
degrees) for one hour.

HERE’S ANOTHER way to 
take it easy; boiled ham slices 
are spread with a zesty mixture, 
then served with, good old hot 
potato salad. 

Hot Potato Salad. 

Six potatoes. 

One can bouillon or beef broth. 

Eight slices bacon, cooked and 
crumbled. 

One cup chopped onion. 

One cup thinly sliced celery. 

One-fourth cup minced parsley. 

One four-ounce can or jar 
pimientos, chopped. 

Salt and pepper to taste. 

One cup mayonnaise. 

One-half cup French dressing. 

One-fourth cup horseradish. 

One-fourth cup mild prepared 
mustard, 

One-fourth cup pickle relish. 

Pare potatoes; simmer until 
tender in mixed bouillon and 
water to cover. Let cool slightly, 
then drain and cube. Mix cubed 
potatoes with bacon, onion, cel- 
ery, parsley and pimiento. Sea- 
son lightly to taste, remember- 
ing that the bouillon used as a 
cooking liquid will have sea- 
soned the potatoes to some ex- 
tent. 

In a small saucepan combine 
remaining ingredients and mix 
well. Stir and simmer until very 
hot. Pour at once over potato 
mixture and toss well. Serve hot 
with these well chilled. 

Pimiento-Ham Roll-ups: Thor-

As a change of pace, however, 
there are several other types of 
salad you might like to serve 
with a platter of cold cuts. This 
one made with kidney beans is 
hearty enough to satisfy even 
the teenagers in the family. 


Kidney Bean 
Salad. 


One No. 2 can (two cups) kid- 
ney beans, drained. 

One cup chopped celery. 

One-half cup chopped dill 
pickles. 

Two tablespoons chopped pi- 
miento. 

One teaspoon minced onion. 

One-fourth teaspoon salt. 

Dash of pepper. 

One-third cup salad dressing. 

Lettuce. 

Combine the kidney beans, cel- 
ery, pickles, pimiento, onion, 
salt and pepper. Toss lightly 
with the salad dressing. Serve 
on lettuce. 


This green bean salad is 
crispy cool and flavorful with 
chopped celery, onion rings and 
bright red pimiento.

Green Bean Salad. 

Two cups (No. 303 can) whole 
green beans, drained. 

One-half cup chopped celery. 

Onion rings. 

One tablespoon chopped pi- 
mento. 

One-half cup French dressing. 

Combine ingredients, toss light- 
ly and chill. Serve in a lettuce 
lined bowl.

One-eighth teaspoon pepper. 

One cup coarsely shredded raw 
carrot. 

One-fourth cup finely diced 
green pepper. 

Lettuce cups. 

Cook macaroni until barely 
tender, according to package di- 
rections. Drain, rinse in cold 
water and drain again, Place in 
suitable container and add 
drained mushrooms, reserving 
broth for future use. Add onion 
and French dressing, tossing 
lightly but well. Cover and chill 
thoroughly. 

Blend together sour cream, 
mayonnaise, mustard, salt and 
pepper. Drain excess French 
dressing from macaroni, add 
carrot, green pepper and may- 
onnaise mixture to macaroni 
tossing lightly until thoroughly 
mixed, Arrange in lettuce cups.

The angry Reds kept their 
word, moving a full game in 


front of the National League last 
night, by sweeping a twi-night 
doubleheader, 6-0 and 8-0, before 

a rather dejected crowd of 72,140 
at the Los Angeles Coliseum 


It was the first time the Dod- 
gers had been shut out in both 


ends of a doubleheader since 
July 28, 1935, and the first time 
they had been blanked in con- 


secutive games since 1949 
Although Bob Purkey fired a 
four-hitter at the Dodgers in last 
night’s opener and Jim O’Toole 
came right back with a two-hit- 
ter in the nightcap, the two Cin- 
cinnati triumphs pivoted around 
an incident that occurred during 
the seventh inning of the opener. 


Even before this latest series 
began, there had been bad blood 
between the two teams over the 
fact that the Reds felt Dodger 
pitchers had thrown at Frank 
Robinson and Vada Pinson 
earlier in the year 

Then in the seventh inning of 
the first game last night, with 
the Reds ahead by six runs, Stan 
Williams hit Pinson on the back 
of the head with a pitch. Pinson 
didn’t move for several minutes 
but finally was able to walk off 
the field. 

He was taken to a nearby hos- 
pital for X-rays which revealed 
no fracture and even came back 
to drive in a run with a ninth 
inning single in the nightcap, but 
in their clubhouse between 
games, the Reds did some talk- 
ing about making things right. 

They made good their promise 
here too. Gene Freese was the 


chief contributor, driving in four | 


runs with a pair of homers off 
southpaw Johnny Podres. The 
homers were Freese’s twenty- 
first and twenty-second. Catcher 
Darrell Johnson, who joined the 
Reds only 24 hours before, also 
homered to help O’Toole gain 
his twelfth victory. 

The two victories by the Reds 

made it three in a rdw over the 
Dodgers and extended a Cincy 
winning streak to four games.

The Credit Card 
Now Bites Back 


SAN FRANCISCO, Aug: 17 

IF YOU ARE WONDERING what in the world the world 
is coming to, I will tell you, by golly. 

It is coming to a matter of cash. This will happen not 
because confidence is lost. It will happen because you cannot 
stuff any more. credit 
cards in your wallet. 

I cite a report from a 
financial magazine: 

“The average Ameri- 
can now carries eight 
credit cards and has ac- 
cess to seven more that 
he keeps at home or in his 
office,” 

Practically universal 
credit cards are a matter 
of status symbols now. 
Diners Club, American 
Express and Hilton Carte 
Blanche are packed around

like house keys. 

The most vicious thing about the present credit card is 
that they are printed with raised letters on plastic. 

This embossed surface allows the creditor to stamp it into 
your bill—an intaglio depression to match your spirits when 
the mudge arrives at long last. 

The danger is reported to me in a letter from New York— 

“I signed the tab at ‘21’ and absent-mindedly 
slipped the credit card into my hip pocket. When I sat 
down I thought I had been bitten. And repairing to the 
gents’ lounge, had an examination made by the at- 
tendant. 

“He found I had successfully stamped myself: 
‘American Express. Benn Reyes — 021-038-7148.’ Plus 
my local address which is long and painful.” 

Well, jolly, jolly England, where credit is too personal for 
cards, has taken a sad leap into a sadder future. 

“Gieves, a tailoring house founded 175 years ago, has 
decided to violate custom and ask its customers to pay their 
bills.” 

This is reported by an American tailoring trade magazine 
to show that London tailors are getting on the ball. 

One of the nicest things I ever had was an account with 
Simpson-in-Piccadilly. A most modern store absolutely won- 
derful about bills. 

While American creditors suggested ‘‘you may have over- 
looked etc.”, the directors of Simpson wished me a Merry 
Christmas. 

The American clothing company pointed to something 
“overdue.” But Simpson hoped their letter found me and my 
family in good health. 

With “cordial good wishes and thanks for your patronage.” 
They added mildly that my July account was inclosed. 

This seemed to me an elegant way to handle such matters 
—I had read enough British novels to know that you never 
pay your tailor. While my purchase was ready-to-wear, I still 
thought it should apply. 

I was not issued a back-biting, embossed card by 
Simpson. 

And have never been asked for more than “your 
name and address, sir.” 

It gave me a warm feeling. And I have charged 
things I didn’t even need at Simpson. Just so I could 
stiff them awhile on the tab. 

(If they had pressed me, I should have gone down and 
caned the director soundly. Naturally, I would have had to 
buy a cane. And out of loyalty I would have charged it at 
Simpson.) 

Of course, if Gieves is calling creditors to account, the 
balloon has gone up—(as they say in London). And I imagine 
raised credit cards will soon be issued. Ready to imprint 
themselves on the unwary. 

The tailors’ magazine reports that Gieves’ customers owed 
$1,732,018. 

But if we’re going to let love of money come ahead of 
everything, I don’t know what we are coming to.

THE “CINDERELLA” in the 
fairy tale was very young, a 
mere slip of a girl in her teens, 
Marie Santell, who is ‘‘Cinder- 
ella’’ at the Municipal Opera this 
week, isn’t quite that young but 
she’s pretty young.

A READER would like to 
know whether or not I subscribe 
to the convention of leading the 
fourth best card of a suit on de- 
fense. Some players are of the 
opinion that regularly honest 
leads, such as fourth best, are 


more helpful to the declarer 
than they are to the other de- 
fender. 

It seems to me that defense is 
difficult enough, without adding 
to it the further uncertainties 
that are created by introducing 
deceptive factors. Close partner- 
ship co-operation is the key to 
good defense, and seldom is it 
possible to fool declarer with- 
out also fooling partner. 


This hand from a_ rubber 
bridge game illustrates the point. 
West led the two of spades— 
his fifth best. Dummy played 
the eight and East properly 
played the ten. When it held, he 
returned the king.

IT IS EASY ENOUGH to leave 
the smal] baby. He is too young 
to resent a stranger who is 
kind to him. It is only after he 
has reached the ninth month or 
thereabouts, that he knows when 


a person is strange and cries 
for his,.mother. 

To avoid difficulties when she 
must leave the house, a mother 
is inclined to slip away when 
the baby or small child is asleep. 
Out of sight, out of mind, she 
thinks, and the sitter has to 
deal with his cries. 

This is a poor practice. The 
baby has to get used to his 
mother’s absences and she 
should accustom him to it. Use 
the psychology of the peek-a-boo 
practice. The baby puts his 
chubby hands over his eyes and 
his mother disappears. His 
mother says, ‘‘Where’s Mom- 
my?” and when he takes his 
hands down she says, “Here I 
am!” 

In leaving the house, whether 
to go outdoors temporarily or 
to go away leaving a sitter, use 
the same tactics. Say brightly, 
“Goodby, darling. Mommy «will 
be back.’”” Mommy scoots out- 
doors (leaving Baby in a safe 
place, of course), and when she 
comes back says, “I’m back 
again, darling.” Said often 
enough in the same situation— 
the words become meaningful. 


As time is not of the essence 
with children, 15 minutes being 
the same as two hours, the 
magic words will work as well 
for a short as a long absence.

LOVE ISA SIMPLE THING... 
begins a popular, sentimental 
song. 

“Love is not a simple thing,” 
contradicts Mrs. Maxine Crow, 
a tamily counselor for 17 years. 


“So many parents have had 
such limited notions about love, 
more and more of their children 
are coming to family counseling 
offices because they’ve missed 
so much of it,” said the attrac- 
tive, outspoken Mrs. Crow in 
her office at 3607 Kienlen ave- 
nue, Pine Lawn. 


Mrs. Crow is associate super- 
visor of Northwest District of 
Family and Children’s Service. 
Like the agency’s two other 
branches, it is United Fund sup- 
ported. Her branch office pro- 
vides casework services for ap- 
proximately one-third of the 
Greater St. Louis population. 
(‘‘Casework”’ is the counseling of 
individuals and families.) 

“In the broadest and most 
Significant sense, love is the 
ability of a parent to share 
freely of his or her understand- 
ing, talents and joy in living,” 
Mrs. Crow continued. 

“There is much more to love 
than providing food, clothing 
and toys for your children. One 
of the greatest things a really 


loving parent can give his child 
is a sensible scale of values 
about life. Parents so often 


leave this up to someone else. 
If they do, they aren't showing 
very deep love.” 

Teen-agers in a family which 
has sought the advice of a coun- 
selor are often confused and 
sometimes bitter because they 
find that their parents have little 
to say about standards or goals 


in life. “When a_ youngster 
reaches his teens,” Mrs. Crow 
said, “he asks more penetrating 


questions, and he expects an 
answer. If the parents haven't 
thought out the question of 
values by this time, they're in 
real trouble. Their marriage has 
probably been in trouble, too. 


“Many things in our culture 
tend to undermine the value of 
the individual. Materialism is 
one factor, We measure people 
in terms of dollars and cents. 
We measure nations in terms of 
household commodities. The ar- 
maments race has its effect in 
making the individual feel in- 
si¢nificant. 


“It's not uncommon to hear 
little children who come here 
with their parents talk about the 
threat of bombs. They do a 
good deal of worrying about it. 
Of course if the child’s family is 
insecure, the more upset he’s 
apt to be by these tensions. 

‘“‘Large employers stress con- 
formity and play down individ- 
uality to a great extent. More 
than any other symptom, I see 
men who have terribly. low self- 


esteem. They feel they have 
nothing to give. When a man’s 
wife is insecure herself, she 


often makes the situation worse 
by constantly reminding him of 
his faults. 

“Emphasis on conformity by 
employers and organizations has 
helped create a trend toward 


earlier marriages,’’: Mrs. Crow 
continued. 
“Youngsters are turning to 


marriage as the one place left 
for a kind of building, an ex- 
pression of their individuality. 
They’re looking for a building 
up of their egos—something 
they're not getting anywhere else. 

“But the irony is that many 
young people think ‘falling in 
love’ is the same as ‘being in 
love.” As I said before, this 
doesn’t enhance the chances for 
a strong marriage or a strong 
family. It increases the possi- 
bility that the couple will need 
counseling or psychological help 
—if the marriage doesn’t break 
up first. 

“The couple who do not un- 
derstand the broader meaning 
of love in the first place won't 
be able to give real love to their 
children. The cycle will repeat 
itself.’”’ 

What can the counselor ‘‘give’”’ 
an individual? 

“I guess the simplest way to 
explain what happens in the so-

enough strength to a _ person, 
then he will begin to feel more 
love for himself. 

‘‘There’s no such thing as ‘lov- 
ing oneself too much,’ contrary 
to a lot of popular notions. If you 
have truly deep respect and love 
for yourself, then you are more 
capable of loving others, and 
handling whatever crisis that 
confronts you.”’ 


Counselors of Family and Chil- 
dren's Service have several re- 
sources at their command. Two 
part-time psychologists provide 
testing services, and a psychia- 
trist is on call in an advisory ca- 
pacity. The psychiatrist is often 
called in to help determine pos- 
sible mental illness in children 
whose symptoms are not always 
clear-cut (caseworkers frequent- 
ly will observe a child at play 
to gain a better understanding 
of his fears or resentments). 


“After initial interviews, I may 
decide that a client needs more 
extensive and specialized atten- 
tion than I’m equipped to give,”’ 
Mrs. Crow said. “I'll refer him 
to a psychiatrist or special clinic. 
This certainly doesn’t mean that 
we have ‘given up’ or that the 
person is psychotic. It means 
simply that another form of 
therapy has a better chance of 
helping the client.”’ 

Occasionally people will con- 
tact the agency, seeking some 
‘“‘magic formula’’ for their prob- 
lems. This reflects the general 
public naivete about family and 
personality disorders, Mrs. Crow 
said. 

“Problems which were years 
in the making can’t be solved 
overnight. There are a few peo- 
ple who need to come only a 
few times. But most have prob- 
lems that require counseling over 
a period of months. And the 
truth is that we don’t have 
enough caseworkers to go 
around,” she continued. 


The social work profession is 
losing more people each year 
than the schools of social work 
can replace. Many women leave 

the field to raise their own fami-

“What do I tell ’em?’’ she 
said. ‘‘] say that, after all, we 
social workers are dealing with 
a very special’ commodity—hu- 
man life. And I give them a few 
other tips too, such as the fact 
that effective family counseling 
increases a worker’s efficiency 
and cuts down on absenteeism.” 

Most of the time talks are 
given to small groups of par- 
ents, young people and church 
members who want information 
on how to build a better family 
or marriage. She is encouraged 
to note that about half of the 
agency's clientele now seek help 
“independently,” that is, they 
are not referred by churches or 
schools. 

‘“‘No one wants to be a bad 
parent,” she said. ‘‘And it’s 
amazing how people can _ be 
stimulated on the subject of bet- 
ter techniques in raising chil- 
dren. They seem to be literally 
aching for the right informa- 
tion.”’ 

A parent must be firm in let- 
ting his child know what he 
should and should not do, she 
said. Reasons for the ‘right 
and wrong way” have to be 
made clear. It is essential for 
a child’s security that these lim- 
its are spelled out, Mrs. Crow 
emphasized. 

“More and more clergymen 
and educators are studying the 
same principles of counseling in 


school that we do,” she said. 
Chufch groups are told that 


family counselors will of course 
make every reasonable attempt 


Rules for Living Longer 


Yet three out of five people are 
heavier than they should be. 
High blood pressure often ac- 
companies obesity and may have 
serious consequences. So one of 
the first things folks should do 
who want to reach 100 is to watch 
calorie intake and keep slender. 

“Second, we know that the 
body needs a daily quota of 
physical exercise. Yet many 
people simply will not bother. 
They take cars and taxis every- 
where they go—even for a three 
block errand. No wonder their 
circulation slackens, muscles 
sag and wastes accumulate in 
their bodies. Many people mis- 
‘takenly assume that exercise is 
unpleasant. Yet those who 
become accustomed to it soon 
shout its praises. 

“Third, we know that the body 
must have adequate rest. Yet 
many people who know better 
drive themselves far beyond the 
point of fatigue and then wonder 
why they don’t feel well and why 
the years seem to hang so 
heavily on their shoulders. 

“I’m a great believer in pre- 
ventive medicine. I think it’s 
much wiser to devote time to 
showing people how to stay well, 
than to devote one’s self ex- 


clusively to treating the sick. 


“We need a new image of 
middle age. Based on what 
we've seen in the past, middle 
age is viewed as a time when 
people are necessarily seden- 
tary, heavy set and heavy 
footed. But middle age can 
be something livelier and more 
dynamic. We must create a new 
image showing it to be brisk, 
alert, active, trim and vital. 
Middle age is a tremendously 
important segment of life, for 
the person we are in our mid- 
die years determines to a 
great extent how long—and in 
what condition — we'll be 
around after 65.” 

Few messages have so im- 
pressed me with their impor- 
tance as these simple yet com- 
pelling words of Dr. Bortz. Let’s 
hope those interested in tapping 
the good life will adopt these 
words as a personal ’ blueprint 
for the years ahead.

Joseph G. Molner, M.D. 
Surgery tor Hernias 


DEAR DR. MOLNER: Please explain the difference be- 
tween an inner or inside hernia, and an outer hernia? Is one 
more dangerous than the other to be operated on, or should 
they be left alone? What causes these hernias? V.S. 

A hernia is a bulging of an organ through a gap 

in a restraining wall of tissue. I’m not altogether 

certain of the meaning of an “outside” or “‘inside” 

hernia in today’s letter, but I imagine that the 
following information will be adequate. 

There are dozens of varieties of hernias, depending on the 
location and the organ involved. An example of an “‘inside 
hernia’ might be a hiatal hernia—that is, part of the stomach 
or lower gullet protrudes through a gap in the diaphragm. In 
such a case, it’s a hernia, but it is entirely inside the body 
and does not cause a bulge that can be seen. 

It is much more usual for a hernia to be in or near the 
groin, and there are two main types. A portion of the bowel 
may bulge directly through the abdominal wall, and can be 
observed easily enough. Or the bowel may, on the other 
hand, protrude downward through a small canal and may ex- 
tend into the scrotum—this is known as an indirect hernia. 

Whether these or any others require surgical correction 
depends on the extent of the hernia and the symptoms — 
usually they are painful or, at least, uncomfortable. 

There is this to keep in mind: A hernia doesn’t get bet- 
ter by being left alone. It can only get worse. Therefore a 
hernia definitely should be repaired because otherwise it will 
become steadily more painful and may become dangerous. 

There is virtually no danger in repairing either the 
direct or indirect heraias. The danger, instead, is in 

not having them repaired when the time comes. 

There’s a possibility that a hernia might become 

“strangulated,” that is, the loop of bowel pushes far 

enough through the gap so that it becomes pinched. 

In such a case the danger is grave and immediate. 

There is not a moment to be lost in having the condi- 

tion relieved by surgery. 

This involves much more difficult technique than simply 
repairing a gap before strangulation has occurred. 

The cause of a hernia ordinarily is some defect in the 
tissue wall which leads to a weak point through which an or- 
gan may be pushed. It may be a defect which has existed 
since birth. 


DEAR DR. MOLNER: I have arthritis. Would unsweet- 
ened lemon juice taken several times a day be beneficial? 
I hope you think avocadoes are even better. E.E.L. 

I don’t think the lemon juice will do one thing for 
the arthritis, and I think avocadoes would be just as 
good—but no better.

riors. There were caves on the 
sides of mountains, and these 
offered shelter. 

With passing time, walls were | 
built in various caves, below 
shelves of rock. Scores of places | 
have been found where Cliff 
Dwellers left remains. | 

In certain cases, the homes of 
these people have been well pre- | 
served. There are a few large 
groups of cliff rooms, with three
